This is a Notice of Allowance for application no. 10/721 ,593 in response to the 
RCE filed on September 5, 2006 wherein claims 24-35, 37-42, 44-50. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24-35, 37-42, and 44-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose the plurality of apparatus 
comprising "a plurality N of image manipulating devices, each operating to determine 
similarities between two image parts obtained from said video acquiring part." The 
cited references taken individually or in combination further fail to teach the plurality of 
devices are sum of absolute difference devices. 

The closest prior art (Gardyne et al. US Patent No. 5,973,742) discloses the use 
of a plurality of SAE Slices (312) each operating to determine similarities between two 
image parts obtained from said video acquiring part (Col 12 Lines 44-46, Col 13 Lines 
37-45, Col 15 Lines 39-52, Figs 6-8). However, Gardyne fails to particularly teach or 
suggest a plurality N of image manipulating devices and "a mode switching element, 
which configures each of said image manipulating devices to determine an entire 
calculation in a first mode, and configures each of said image manipulating devices to 
determine 1/N of an entire calculation in a second mode" as claimed.
